Dominion Agricultural Experiments. 


We give below some of the -results of 
the experiments conducted during the past 
two years, at the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege and Experiment Station. Some of 
these results are of great importance, and 
all of them are of interest to the farmer. 
The management of this station is in very 
able hands, and results reported may be 
relied upon. 

1. Corn fodder newly cut and drawn from 
the field when green, cut into inch lengths, 
packed into a common rough stone root 
cellar half under ground, and weighted with 
600 pounds per superficial square yard, can 
be preserved, except adjoining such a wall, 
for an indefinite time in a condition fit for 
animal food, at a cost not exceeding $1 per 
ton. exclusive of cultivation. 

2. In competition with swede turnips, 
ensilaged corn fodder gave fifteen per cent. 
less milk, thirty per cent. less butter, and a 
poorer marketable butter in color. 

3. Damaged wheat can be very economi- 
cally used in the fattening of cattle—nine 
pounds per head per day gave a daily in- 
crease of two pounds per head per day, at 
a cost of 444 cents per pound to the live 
weight. 

4, Rice meal, in the fattening of cattle, 
gave a daily increase of 1.81 pounds per 
head per day, by the use of six pounds per 
head per day, at a cost of about seven cents 
per pound. 

5. Barley meal in cattle fattening requires 
a large amount of other foods in associa- 
tion, and 1144 pounds per head per day 
gave a daily increase of 2.14 pounds per 
head per day, at a cost of seven cents per 
pound live weight. 

6. Corn meal took the bighest place in a 
daily rate of increase in the fattening of 
cattle; 914 pounds per head daily gave 
2.31 pounds per head per day, at a cost of 
5% cents per pound of the added animal 
weight. 

7. Pea meal gave the second best daily 
rate of increase at the least cost of all the 
regular cattle-feeding grains. Eight and 
one-half pounds per head daily gave a rate 
of 2.28 pounds, at a cost of five cents per 
pound of the weight added to the animal. 

8. A pure-bred Shorthorn steer can be 
brought to a weight of 1700 pounds, when 
one month under two years old, or a daily 
rate of increase equal to 24¢ pounds per 
day. 
. Hereford grade steer calves can be 
made to average 611 pounds in 238 days, or 
arate of 234 pounds per day. 

10. Aberdeen Poll grade steer calves can 
be made to average 720 pounds in 273 days, 
or a rate of 224 pounds per day. 

11. During winter a 1000-pound steer will 
consume daily ten pounds hay, thirty-nine 
pounds turnips, four pounds bran, and nive 
pounds of a mixture of grain, upon which 
it will add 2.11 pouhds to its live weight. 

12. One pound of added weight to a 
1000-pound steer, can be obtained from the 
use of various materials that contain eleven 
pounds of dry substances, chemically. 

13. By a large variety of experiments 
with several classes of cattle and many 
kinds of food, we find the actual cost of 
adding one pound to the live weight of a 
1000-pound animal is six cents to the feeder 
who grows his own materials, and nearly 
twelve cents when the food is bought in 
the regular markets—manure and manage- 
ment not considered. 

14. Sugar beet, weight for weight with 
mangels and turpips, and in association 
with equal kinds and quantities of other 
foods, gave the highest returns in feeding 
cattle, or 2.70 pounds per head per day. 

15. Mangels gave 2.38 pounds per head 
per day under similar conditions to the 
sugar beet. 

16. Turnips (swede) added 2.30 pounds 
per head per day to the average steer that 
weighed 1061 pounds under conditions simi- 
lar to mangels and sugar beet. 

17. There is either a simple natural rea- 
son, or a hidden chemical one in the fact 
that by the use of less grain and more 
roots, cattle gave a greater daily return in 
live weight. 

18. The present market for wool and 
mutton in Ontario, is best supplied to the 
profit of the farmer by the Shropshire 
Down shearling grade, which gives annual- 
ly fourteen per cent. more value than any 
other in our experience. 

19. There isa remarkable uniformity in 
the annual value of wool and mutton from 
the grades of Cotswold, Leicester, Merino, 
Oxford Down and South Down, resulting 
from differences in weight and value of 
both products. . ; 

20. From nearly 5000 observations, the 
following notes have been obtained as evi- 
dence of peculiarities, characteristics, or 
other indications of breeds of cattle: 

That there is no such class as a “general 
purpose” breed—one to do the best for the 

















give twenty pounds of milk.per day during 
200 days every year; eight pounds of cream 


to milk, except in proportion of butter 
from cream, in which it is highest. The 
grade is very prominently in advance, 
particularly in proportion of cream, but 
one of the lowest in cheese. 

The Devon is most distinct in highest 
specific gravity of milk, and the weight of 
cheese from milk. We have no experience 
with the grade of this breed. 

The Galloway milk appears to be of a 
peculiar texture—rich, or so small in butter 
globules as to rise very slowly and very 
indistinct in the test tube. ‘ 

The Ayrshire is a particularly heavy, 
long milker, giving five times her own 
weight per season. The milk is somewhat 
low in specific gravity and per cent. of 
cream, but is over the average in cheese 
production. The Ayrshire grade is not 
improved in any respect except in duration 
of milking season. 

The Jersey is remarkable for proportion 
of cream, averaging thirty-five per cent., 
and giving a value of dairy products in- 
comparable to any other breed in our ex- 
perience. ¥ 

Sheep-Skin Tanning. 

.. The Farmington Chronicle recently had 
an article giving an interesting account of 
the tanning industry in Chesterville, from 
which we make a few extracts. Mr. Bar- 
nabas P. Merrick early conceived the idea 
of converting into profitable use a portion 
of the hemlock bark, then growing in large 
quantities on the rugged hillsides of every 
upland farm in town. This was in 1807, 
and Mr. Merrick was successful in estab- 
lishing a business, conducted in a rough 
and primitive way, although it must have 
been that it met the requirements of the 
people, for his tan vats were soon filled 
with hides from ‘all the country round 
about,” and by the slow and tedious pro- 
cess then known, converted into leather. 
And from this small beginning is traced the 
tanning industry to the present time, the 
originator never dreaming even that it 
would assume such large proportions, giv- 
ing the life and activity to the village, and 
even extending its influence to outlying 
neighborhoods and beyond to other towns, 
as is seen at the present time. 

After fifteen years of hard service, Mr. 
Merrick sold to other parties, who in turn 
moved along in the quiet methods of the 
day, content if their labors met the actual 
necessities of life. At about this time, 
Ivory Littlefield, of Wells, came into pos- 
session, whose prosperity was in keeping 
with the times, yet clinging to the old 
ways of conducting the business, until he 
admitted as an associate, Col. James Atkin- 
son, of Mercer, when improvements were 
inaugurated by the reconstruction of vats 
and enlargements of buildings. Lacking 
in means, however, to successfully pursue 
their plan, the property was destined to 
again change hands, and in 1847, George L. 
Riggs, of New Sharon, having served a 
faithful apprenticeship with Joshua Hop- 
kins of that town, and on the completion 
of which had wedded a daughter of Alfred 
Pinkham of Mercer, a gentleman of long 
experience in tanning, accepted a situation 
as an associate, and the firm of Pinkham & 
Riggs was soon in successful business, for, 
with the intention of making this a perma- 
nent home, Mr. Riggs bent his energies to 
the faithful prosecution of his work, which, 
assisted perhaps by the larger experience 
of Mr. Pinkham, created a confidence never 
before felt. 

From time to time some changes were 
made with a view of increasing their 
capacity, but increasing years and failing 
health induced the senior member to dis- 
pose of his interests, S. B. Philbrick, a 
young man well versed in the trade, being 
the purchaser. He remained about six 
years, during which time an improved cast 
iron bark mill was put in place, and other 
changes followed, greatly facilitating busi- 
ness and also enabling them to produce 
superior stock for market, which attracted 
the notice of a wealthy leather firm in 
Boston, resulting in intimate and satis- 
factory business relationship that has con- 
tinued to the present time. After Mr. 
Philbrick’s retirement, Mr. Riggs was sole 
proprietor about ten years, making exten- 
sive repairs and enlarging his operations, 
this requiring extra help, which opened 
the way for his brother, Alvin S., to enter 
into his employ as an apprentice, whuv, 
after serving the stipulated time, accepted 
an invitation from his brother to be an as- 
sociate in business, the firm name being G. 
L. & A. S. Riggs, continuing thus to the 
present time. 

This was in 1866, and the few years fol- 
lowing in which the old methods of tan- 
ning were continued, showed the varying 
suceess that attended all branches of busi- 
ness during the uncertain days that came 
out after the close of the war. In 1870, 





had kept in mind the excellent quality of 
stock sent from this tannery, made pro- 
posals for the substitution of sheep skins 
in place of the heavier grades of hides, 
and after due consideration the proprietors 
decided on a partial change, and placed in 
operation a revolving reel having slats 
attached, upon which the skins could be 
secured, and so arranged as to be submerged 
the reel operated. Its 


ism that the inventive mind of the junior 
member of the firm had active play, and 








are taken to the scouring table where hand 
labor removes, with a brass slicker and 
knife, all superfluous matter, then to the 
drying rooms and tacked on boards, after 
which two Friend & Annable rolling 
machines do the work of glossing, which 
for a while was the finishing touch to the 
once insignificant little sheep skin, but hav- 
ing passed through so many processes, has 
become a thing of value, and claims the 
attention of some of the most important 
dealers and manufacturers in the country. 
Four kinds of finish are now required, call- 
ing for quick and dexterous skill, being 
designated as plain russet, pebbled, glazed 
and boarded. They are now packed in 
boxes ready for shipping. 

These skins are mostly imported, being 
prepared for tanning in England, packed in 
casks in bundles of a dozen each, and thus 
received at the tannery and fitted for market 
at a stipulated price perdozen. The capac- 
ity is 300 dozen per week, and in 1880, 
14,6694¢ dozen were turned off, in 1881, 
13,058 dozen, while the present year’s oper- 
ations just now closed will compare favora- 
bly with the preceding ones. From 8 to 10 
men are in employ, some holding their 
situations for many years. 500 cords of 
bark are annually used, Readfield, Belgrade, 
Mt. Vernon, Fayette and Vienna contrib- 
uting largely to supply the demand, smaller 
quantities coming from Jay, New Sharon, 
and perhaps other towns. There seems to 
be no doubt as to the future of this estab- 
lishment. 





Notes. 

CuRE FoR ScratcuHes. Hon. Rufus 
Prince, the President of the Maine State 
Agricultural Society writes us as follows: 
‘In the FARMER of July 5, “Reader” of 
Augusta asks for a cure for “scratches,” 
and in your answer you say that itis often 
very hard to cure. Now I am no horse 
doctor, but I will give you and Reader a 
very simple but effective cure which was 
given me by one that had had the care of 
horses for a long time and which has never 
failed with him. It is this: Wind a woolen 
rag around the horse’s ankle and fasten it 
on and let it be until it wears off. No 
matter if you drive your horse in the mud, 
do not take off the rag, and before you 
think of it the scratches will be cured. 

We have received the premium list of the 
consolidated exhibition of the Maine State 
Agricultural Society, Maine State Pomo- 
logical Society, and the Androscoggin 
County Agricultural Society, to be held at 
Lewiston, September 18, 19, 20 and 21.

A seven days’ test of the Jersey cow Val- 
ue 2d, 6,844, owned by Watts & Seth, of 
Baltimore, Maryland, has been completed 
by a committee of the Maryland Improved 
Live-Stock Breeders’ Association and Col. 
C. M. Weld of New York, on the part of 
the American Jersey Cattle Club. The cow 
was milked at intervals of eight hours, 
yielding 327 pounds of milk, from which 
was produced twenty-five pounds and two 
eleven-twelfths ounces of butter. The cow 
was bred in New Jersey, and was purchas- 
ed last fall by her present owners for 
$2000. She is pronounced the best butter- 
producing cow in the United States.

Grand Trunk Railways, and also the sum- 
mit of Mt. Washington with the Mt. Wash- 
ington railroad; a good idea of the 
amount of stage and livery business done 
last season, can be formed by a statement 
of receipts, which was $24,376.66 in addi- 
tion to which the borses earned over $5000 
hauling lumber for Clement & Co., during 
the winter of 1882-83. One hundred and 
ten horses are required to run the ‘horse 
department” in the travelling season, and. 
about half the number are wintered, and 
in addition to the hay used on the place, 
six thousand bushels of corn and oats are 
annually bought for the cattle and horses. 
The care and détails of the stage business 
are much more elaborate than many would 
sup) There are eight six horse Con- 
cord coaches, about twenty four horse 
mountain wagons, witha large stock of 
livery teams, and the carriages are all 
painted and repaired, the harnesses all 
made, and the iron work, and horse shoe- 
ing all dome upon the premises. This 
necessitates the et per of a large 
number of men, many of whom have been 
in the service of the several proprietors 
for years. 

But it is of the farm, rather than the 
grand attractiens to those seeking health 
and pleasure, by which the Glen House is 
so lavishly surrounded, that I wish to tell 
your readers; afarm that has been made 
to pay while cuntributing those more sub- 
stantial luxuries of pure milk, cream, ‘‘gilt 
edged” butter, fresh fruits and vegetables, 
that have so long given to the Glen, its 
solid reputation as the best kept house in 
the White mountain range. There are 
about eight hundred acres of land con- 
nected with the property, one hundred of 
which are under cultivation. In 1871, the 
yield of hay was but twenty tons; last 
season the farm produced one hundred 
tons, and one hundred and twenty-five 
tons more were purchased to carry the 
cattle and horses through the winter. Be- 
sides raising seven hundred bushels of the 
best White mountain potatoes, all the 
vegetables used upon the table are grown 
upon the farm. About seventy head of 
Berkshires are kept through the summer, 
and about thirty head are wintered, all fed 
from the house and dairy refuse, except 
the corn meal used to fatten in the fall, 
which supplies all the pork needed for the 
hotel, and quite a surplus for sale. The 
herd of cows kept at this establishment 
will probably rank with any in New Eng- 
land, while as butter producers they can- 
not be excelled. and number at the present 
time thirty-eight head of high-bred Swiss 
and Jersey, the latter containing many of 
the fashionable strains which have com- 
manded such fancy prices at the recent 
sales in New York. Twelve head more 
will come in this season, when the band 
will be kept up to that number through 
the year. The cows have been fed during 
the past winter, three quarts of linseed 
and two quarts of corn meal per day, with 
what shorts and English hay they needed, 
all fed ary. and pure water is led directly 
to the buildings from the mountain springs. 
The dairy is a model of neatness and con- 
venience, the milk all being set in pans, 
seventy-five or eighty being required, and 
the “gilt edged” butter made here will 
compare favorably in quality and quantity 
with any farm I know of, in locations sup- 
posed to be much better adapted to the 
production of dairy products. 

From the dairy-maid’s book, which was 
carefully and systematically kept, I took a 
record of the butter made since October 5, 
1882, up to June 18th, the day I was there, 
as follows: Commencing Oct. §th there 
was made in October, 623 pounds; Novem- 
ber, 527; December, 569; January, 581; 
February, 504; March, 469; April, 329; 
May, 657; June lst to 18th, 485—making 
4744 pounds, that was all sold to the ‘Tre- 
mont House, Boston, at saney prtoes, in ad- 
dition to which there was made during the 
winter of ‘82 and the spring of °83, 786 lbs., 
which was used at the Glen House, and for 
private use. I believe Mr. Chas. R. Milli- 
ken is now the sole proprietor of the Glen, 
and he has not only shown that he can 
“keep a hotel” and make farming 
pay, but at the same time be largely 

ein mercantile, commercial and 
mechanical occupations, that require a 
large amount of capital, and where a man 
has proved that he can en in all kinds 
of business. and in each all of them 
“score a success.” Plain-minded people 
are apt to think that something else is re- 
quired besides pluck and industry, and that 
a “fair amount of brains” enter into the 
calculation in summing up the man. At 
any rate, it is safe to say the Glen House 
will lose none of its prestige while under 
his contre], while its numerous attractions 
will remain as ‘“‘household words” to all the 
readers of the “FARMER.”

Observations among the fruit trees in 
different sections of the State, has more 
and more confirmed me in the opinion, that 
the experience in our section is not an in- 
ry pt me for every other. Especially 
do I eve this to be true, as relates to the 
widely separated sections. SoI would be 
extremely cautious of setting down results 
in my Own practice as sure to be met 
among the fruit growers of the northern 
poe of the State; and fruit-growers there, 

trust, will pardon me, for not taking their 
recommendations as a finality. There has 
been the usual spring flow, going the 
rounds of the agricultural papers, and 
rehearsed at farmers meetings, of warnings 
against spring pruning, and claiming that 
death destruction surely follow in the 
trail of the practice. With it also has been 
pictured the destructive or deleterious 
effects of cleft grafting, so long practiced 
by peoonens ruit-growers. These very 
decided opinions, have led me, during the 
season thus far » to observe very 
closely the results in my own orchard, of 
the work I have been doing in them the 
past few years. 

I have done some severe pruning on old 
trees, when I wished to Ww a new top. 
At times it has been done when mild 
weather prevailed in winter, and with no 
bad results following. At times from a 
lack of opportunity, or from prevailing 
cold weather, the work has been delayed 
till the warmer days of April. Further- 
more within the last three years, | have 
been grafting some large treés, and as I 
prefer to have this done early in the season, 
a part of it has been done in the month of 
April. 

With the work of grafting these 
large trees has been heavy pruning in 
preparing for it. A careful examination 
this spring and summer, fails to discover 
anything but good results from the work. 
The wounds in no case have turned black, 
and the healing has been rapid and healthy. 
During the time, I have also been grafting 
young seedling orchard trees in the 
branches, and while cutting for grafting, 
have also taken off such branches as were 
not needed. These, too, are showing 
perfectly healthy and clean in every in- 
stance, and there are several hundred of 
the trees. These results prove that trees 
may be cut in April without injury, but 
from that, [am not prepared to say, that 
all trees everywhere, may be as well cut 
at that time. Furthermore, [ make no 
application of any kind, to the wounds 
made by pruning. This does no good on 
my trees, in fact is an injury. The heal- 
ing is not as smooth nor even and regular, 
with the adhering wax or paint as without 
it. Neither wax orshellac applied to the 
surface, will prevént “bleeding.” This 
flow of water from a wound in a fruit tree, 
which discolors the bark at times, comes 
from an unhealthy condition of the tree. 
No surface application will prevent its 
flow where the defective condition exists. 
No sap ever flows from the wound made 
on the healthy wood of a fruit tree. April 
pruning, and spring pruning have proved 
so e y satisfactory to me, both on 
large trees and small, that I shall not 
again hesitate to cut at that season; and 
this opinion is not based on the experience 
of a single year, but has been repeated 
several seasons. 

The young trees grafted are seedlings 
raised by myself, and planted out in the 
orchard till well established, before graft- 
ing. Ihavedone ali the cutting myself, 
and I have watched carefully for those 
“black hearted” and ‘unhealthy” Maine 
trees we have all heard of so frequently. 
Not a single limb have I cut, from this 
large number of seedling trees, grafted 
du the past five years, but has shown 
perfectly healthy wood. From this, I 
am reluctant to believe, that healthy stock 
cannot be grown in Maine. 

On orchard trees, I have always practiced 
cleft grafting, and the most careful scrutiny 
fails to discover any unhealthy condition 
of the stock, occasioned by the cutting and 
splitting. No black wounds are to be 
found. The junction of scion to the stock 
has been healthy, sound and strong. 
Where the scions have been done up in 
mortar, the healing over has been smoother 
and more uniform, than where the closer 
sticking wax was used. There has been 
some complaint in the two last years, of 
the winter-killing of one and two year old 
scions. In the many hundreds, I have had 
set in the last five — I have found one 
scion only, winter-killed. Saddle grafting, 
is a good method for practice, but has one 
a better record to make from that method? 

Another thatter: I notice in frequent 

scions set, fail to live. This 
makes bad work with a tree, and many 
times results finally in the loss of the tree. 
There is no need of this. There is bad 
work somewhere, either the stocks were 
bad, the scions were bad, or the work was 
bad. If the stocks are bad, they are not 
worth the effort; If the scions are bad it is 


bad work is the cause of the failure. 

Much to the disappointment of all, the 
fruit crop will be a light one. While the 
blossom as a whole, was not extremely full. 
It was sufficient with most kinds for a 
creditable crop of fruit, had not the fruit 
failed to set. It is surprising that in many 
cases, where trees were whitened full of 
blossoms, there is now scarcely an apple 
to be found.

The rapid progress British India is mak- 
ing in the production and exportation of 
wheat, has recently been brought to notice 
by the last report of our Consul-General at 
Calcutta. It for that about 20,000,000 
acres are now devoted to wheat culture in 
India, with an estimated annual yield of 
considerably over 200,000,000 bushels, of 
which last year 37,000,000 were exported. 
The Vermont Watchman, noticing these 
facts, well says: “The wheatfields of 
America may have in England’s Indian 
provinces a competitor in European mar- 
kets which will compel the farmers to em- 
ploy every means to cheapen production, 
and the railways to reduce the cost of trans- 
portation, to maintain a hold upon the for- 
eign demand.” With its outspreading sys- 
tem of railways, already about 9,000 miles 
in length, the navigation of the Ganges for 
steamers now extended to Cawnpoor, with a 
canal 350 miles long, making navigation pos- 
sible to Hardwar, 1,300 miles from the sea, 
the farmers of Northern India will soon 
have ample and cheap transportation facili- 
ties to enable them to get their surplus 
wheat into European markets. If, wit 
these advantages and a climate not subj 
to extremes of cold, the rude methods of 
Indian agriculture were replaced by more 
modern systems, India could easily become 
a formidable competitor with America in 
the world’s wheat markets. 

But the most significant fact for the con- 
sideration of American wheat-growers, who 
imagine that they can always control the 
foreign wheat market, is the result of some 
recent experiments made in England to test 
the qualities of Indian wheat. In October 
last, the Secretary of State for India, in- 
structed a milling firm of London to insti- 
tute a series of experiments to ascertain 
how far Indian wheat compared as to ‘the 
yield and the quality of flour with American 
and other supplies. The London Economist 
of the 9th ult. gives a complete and detailed 
account of the result of these tests. In the 
experiments, four varieties of Indian wheat, 
American winter and spring and California 
varieties, two kinds of Russian and Turkish, 
and one of English, Australian, and New 
Zealand were experimented on. The result 
is thus stated: ‘The unprecedented yields 
of flour, as shown by these (four Indian) 
wheat, ranging (by ordinary grinding) 
from 77.46 to 80.52 per cent. against Eng- 
lish 65.2 and American spring 72.2 speak 
volumes in their favor, and their value is 
still further increased by another point of 
merit of almost equal importance, viz.: a 
larger percentage of bread may be obtained 
than from any other of the flours included 
in this review.” Two hundred and eighty 
pounds of [ndian{flour yielded on the aver- 
age 366 pounds of bread; the same weight 
of California flour, 364; American winter- 
wheat flour, 346, and spring-wheat flour 
354. 
While the quality of the bread made 
from American flour seems to have been in 
some respects superior, the great dryness 
and soundness of the Indian wheat ‘“ren- 
ders it invaluable,” it is said, “for ad- 
mixture with English wheats that are in 
any degree out of condition through mois- 
ture.” If American wheat is to maintain 
its hold on European markets against the 
competition likely to be soon developed by 
its Eastern rival, it will be necessary to ex- 
tend eur system of free canals and to rid 
our farmers of all unnecessary burdens 
now imposed on them by the tariff system 
of the country. 
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Fruits in Russia. 





Professor Budd of Iowa, who is now 
travelling in Europe in the interests of 
horticulture, writes as follows to an Ohio 
journal concerning the famous fruit city of 
Simbirsk, on the Volga, in Russia; 

Simbirsk may be more properly named 
“The Orchard City” than any town we 
know of in Europe or America. Literally 
every available spot in and around the city 
is planted with apple, pear ,cherry and plum 
trees, all of which this year have produced 
great crops of really choice fruit. But not 
a single variety can be found that belongs 
to the races of fruit found even in North 
Germany. The climate is very trying, 
both summer and winter. The city is lo- 
cated in the dry steppe region, 500 miles 
east and a few miles south of Moscow. 
The airis very dry, and during the day 
excessively hot. On account of the rapid 
radiation, the nights, however, are decid- 
edly cool, yet not too cool to prevent the 
ripening of tomatoes and first-class melons. 
The winters are colder than in any part of 
Minnesota; that is, the extreme winters, 
which come, as with us, at intervals of 
from six to eight years. In 1877, for in- 
stance, the temperature the last of Decem- 
ber reached 50° F., with very little snow, 
while last winter was very moderate, with 
very heavy snows. Thousand of acres of 
orchard here are planted with a very few 
commercial varieties of the apple, which 
do not differ materially from those grown 
in the province of Kazan. The trees are 
small in size, and bushy in habit of growth, 
but loaded with very showy and excellent 
fruit. 

Could our friends at home drop in 
our hotel room at this moment they would 
see every stand and table loaded with very 
fine specimens of apples, pears and plums. 
I wish to 8 specially of the pears of 
Simbirsk. any thousand trees are found 
growing under exceedingly varied circum- 
stances. Some pear orchards slope to the 
east, and many to the south, west and 
north. Some are on cultivated ground, the 
most .are in stiff sod, and very many are 
foand in yards and even planted in the 
public park. Under almost all cireum- 
stances they are loaded with fruit. But as 
arule the fruitis not good. Ninety per 
cent. of the trees are seedlings of the Berg- 
amot type, and the type and race known as 
Grucha. The true Ironclads have the leaf 
and habit of growth of the wild apples 
found native near the bluffs of the Upper 
Volgu. The trees are low and scrubby in 
habit, but they are loaded with high-col- 
ored and really excellent fruit. With the 
quality of the apples here called good we 
have been surprised. 


Testing Dairy Cows. 


A good idea is suggested by a corre- 
spondent of the Country Gentleman, who 
advocates the testing of the butter-produc- 
ing powers of common cows as well as the 
Jerseys and Guernseys. “Owners and 
breeders of Jerseys and Guernseys in dif- 
ferent parts of the country (he says), from 
time to time, test the butter-producing 

wers of their herds, and of certain cows 
fn the herd. ‘This has of late come to be 
attended with considerable blowing of 
horns, and stripped of its disguise is, I be- 
lieve, understood to be an advertisement. 
Of course, when the animal subjected to 
the test performs handsomely at the pail, 
the result is of value to other breeders. If 
a test is valuable to any particular breed, 
it is of value to another breed. [fa test is 
of value for the purpose of showing 
farmers how that breed is superior to the 
common stock of the country, then the 
same test should be applied to common 
cows.

Training of Children. 


What a splendid teacher experience is, 
and more especially in the management of 
children. Strange what a difference be- 
tween the treatment of the first child and 
fourth or sixth. Our first, from the time 
he was a month old, gave us no peace 
until after he was over two years old. We 
never thought of a wakeless night, and 
three out of every week my husband and I 
would be up rocking and tossing and sing- 
ing by turns. We never talked or even 
ming yy while he slept, for as certain as 
we did as certainly would he wake again, 
and an hour or two would be spent in get- 
ting him to sleep. We offended both 
grandma's dreadfully because we would 
not listen to their mature experience. We 
starved and stuffed him by turns—had the 
doctor every day, and sometimes twice in 
one day, if he happened to roll his eyes or 
kick little differently from usual. 

We always let him have his own way, 
and when he was old enough to eat milk 

bread he invariably finished his meal 
returned thanks at the same time by 
eliberately throwing his bowl on the floor. 
Betore he was 18 months old he had broken 
twoor three sets of breakfast cups and 
saucers, any quantity of forks, and all the 
pieces of a pretty cottage set of china, ex- 
cepting two bread plates. Affairs were in 
this state when his kingdom was usurped 
by another addition to the family, and my 
eyes were opened to the necessity of reduc- 
ing the exuberance of his spirits, and of 
establishing some system of law and order. 
The struggle was tremendous, and as the 
gypsy womer would say, many are the 
whackings I gave him, until tinally he was 
brought under subjection, and now sets a 
tolerably good example to the vounger 
children. 

"Tis cruelty to a child to neglect his 
training until he is a year or even six 
months old. When old enough to know 
its mother itis old enough to know that 
when she says no the command must be re- 
spected, and I never find it necessary to 
more than punish by a gentle pat on the 
hands, admonishing at the same time by 
saying, ‘*no, no,” or “Georgie mustn't.” I 
don’t think my youngest child has broken 
three pieces of crockery of any descrip- 
tion. during the three years of his life, and 
when I say no he turns away immediately 
from any coveted object; and all this im- 
portant change in my domestic government 
I attribute to a little, or perhaps I should 
vs J a good deal of experience. I often 
think how much severe discipline I might 
have spared my oldest boy, how much 
care and anxiety myself, how much un- 
easiness the two grandma's, how much the 
health of the child himself might have 
been benefited had I been a little more 
humble, a little less nervous, and a little 
more willing to listen to the experience and 
advice of my own and husband's mother. 
I will close hoping that some young moth- 
er will profit by my experience. NELL.

Halifax is the important seaport of 
British North America, and also the capitol 
of Nova Scotia; it was founded by Gov.

The hill is commanded by a citudel 
a mile in circumference and of great 
strength, and the harbor is furthermore 
deferded by several forts and batteries. 
Halifax is now used instead of Portland as

WESTERN KENNEBEC. A ride through 
western Kennebec, embracing the towns of 
Manchester, Readfield, Fayette and Mt. 


Vernon. at this season of the year, was 
one of the most enjoyable days we have 
had for many a mouth. 

The variety of the scenery, alternating 
from the narrow vision of wood and vale 
to the almost limitless panorama displayed 
from the lofty hill-top, in which field, for- 
est and lake, with the tidy and well kept 
farm buildings seemed to blend in perfect 
harmony, was something which more than 
ever impressed us with the great natural 
beauty of this section of dear old Kenne- 


The farm buildings are as a whole, neat 
and comfortable, while many of them, 
with their well kept yards and hospitable 
appearance, give the best evidence of the 
thrift of the owner and the fertility of his 
acres, mutely but forcibly denying the 
arguments and assertions of our friend 
Thing and his colleague O. H. L., that 
farming in Maine does not pay. The crops 
are late for the season, but look healthy 
and give promise of good returns, while 
they show a broader acreage than usual, 
many having large fields of sweet corn in 
addition to the ordinary field crops. The 
burden of hay is something unusual and 
almost wonderful, but the sharp click of 
the mower and rapid movements of the 
hay-maker, warn us that this beautiful 
mantle of waving green will soon be a 
thing of the past, leaving the brown fields, 
like the decline of life, nearing the winter 
of age. The beautiful villages situated 
upon the streams, with their legitimate 
business and the hum of manufacture, 
break the monotony and seem fitting jewels 
for this emerald setting. ‘The Readtield 
Woolen Manufacturing Co. are running 
upon full time, producing a class of goods, 
the merit of which is too well known to the 
readers of the FARMER, to need comment, 
employing about forty operatives, while 
the newly established cheese factory re- 
lieves the hard worked house-wife of the 
laborious and heavy work of the dairy. 

At Fayette, one is greeted by the chorus 
of trip-hammer and anvil from the exten- 
sive shops of the Duna Edge ‘I'ool Co., em- 
ploying a large number of men, and sup- 
plying a market for the produce of the 
farm. From thence, the scenery was al- 
most enchanting as we skirted the western 
shores of the large lake which furnishes 
perpetual power for these industries, when 
suddenly, the little village of West Mt. 
Vernon comes in view across the head of 
the lake. At this point there is a fine 
water-power, and a new industry only 
awaits the completion of the buildings and 
machinery, to infuse new life into this 
hitherto quiet borough. The enterprising 
firm of Wright and French have erected 
extensive buildings, supplied with steam 
heating apparatus, for the tanning of sheep 
skins and hides; and thus throughout our 
trip, fresh evidences of thrift, new indus- 
tries and general prosperity greeted us at 
every turn, and made us anxious to repeat 
it in other sections of this time honured 
county.
